A hot-water bottle 
was placed beneath her feet and a cush- 
ion at her back soon after she entered 
the court.

WAR BY AUSTRIA 


VIENNA, July 28. 


HE declaration of war was gazetted here late this after- 

noon. The text is as follows: 

„The Royal Government of Servia not having re- 

plied in a satisfactory manner to the note remitted to it by 

the Austro-Hungarian Minister in Belgrade on July 23, 1914, 

the Imperial and Royal Government finds itself compelled 

to proceed itself to safeguard its rights and interests, and to 
have recourse for this purpose to force of arms. 

‘‘ Austria-Hungary itself, therefore, from this moment 

is in a state of war with Servia.

According to a message received early 
today from Vienna, the invasion of 
Servia has already begun. 

This dispatch, which is not yet con- 
firmed from other sources, says that 
Austrian troops crossed the Save River 
at Mitrovicsa and dispersed the cavalry 
and the outposts of a much larger Servi- 
an force concentrated at Schabatz. 

Mitrovicsa is about fifty miles west of 
Belgrade in a direct line, the distance 
by water being neariy seventy-five 
miles.

Recommendations 5 Made to Gov. 
Major in 1913 Are Re- 
newed by Him. 


Henry Kartjohn Jr., former Election 
Commissioner, in a report to Gov. Major 
in 1913, strongly recommended that the 
Legislature, then in session, appoint 4 
committee to inyestigate and revise the 
election laws applicable to St. Louis. No 
action was taken by the Legislature 
on Kortjohn's suggestion. He says he 
is in favor of the appointment of a com- 
mission now to undertake that work. 

Kortjohn, as chairman of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, suggested 
many changes in the election laws for 
the purpose of preventing frauds and 
insuring @reater accuracy and efficiency 
in counting the votes. Among the sug- 
gestions he made were: 

That watchers and challengers, now 
appointed by party committees, should 
be appointed by the Board of Blection 
Commissioners and under its control. 

Experts to Count Ballets, 

That experts should be appointed to 
count the ballots after the close of the 
polls releiving the judges and clerks of 
that duty. Under present conditions 
many judges and clerks are required 
to work 2 hours, without the privilege 
of leaving the polling places. The 
count should be made in some central, 
well-lighted room. 

That simplified methods of registra- 
tion and making returns, reports, etc., 
should be adopted to relieve judges and 
clerks of much clerical work. 

That judges and clerks: removing 
from precincts for which they were ap- 
pointed should be required to notify the 
Election Board so that vacancies might 
be filled in ample time. 

That the board should have power to 
select judges and clerks from any part 
of the city to act in any, precinct to 
which they were assigned. This would 
prevent the judges and clerks of any 
precinct from getting together to fix up 
the returns to suit themselves. 

That judges and clerks should be paid 


the time and trouble of going to the 
Election Commissioners’ office for their 
pay. 

That the board should have the power 
to redistrict precincts at any time, in- 
stead of each four years, the object be- 
ing to prevent the precinets from bé- 
coming overpopulated. 

Way to Save $16,500. 

That the work of revising the registra- 
tion on what is known as revision day 
should be done at the office of the 
board, thereby saving most-of the $16,500 
which it costs by the precinct system. 
That voters should be permitted to 
transfer from one precinct to another 
at any time after their removal, there- 
by eliminating the confusion and over- 
work resulting from the attempt to 
transfer them all on one day.

He said water rates in. St. Louis hed 
been reduced below the danger point.

BURNT HAND. 

In the dispatches from Texas concerning the 
ene primaries for Governor it is stated 
that Ball, overwhelmingly defeated by Ferguson, 


‘Texas. He had indorsement letters from Presi- 
dent Wilson, Secretary Bryan and Postmaster- 
| General Burleson. 

If the opponents of the Wilson administra- 
tion hail the great majority of the Texas vote 
as a repudiation of the administration by the 
Texas Democrats it will be because the ddmin- 


istration leaders made the grave mistake of 


interfering in Texas State politics. The support- 
ers of Ferguson were doubtless as strong sup- 
porters of the Wilson administration as the sup- 
porters of Ball. There was no national issue 
between Ball and Ferguson. One advocated a 
slam prohibition issue and was backed by the 
interests, the other opposed prohibition of all 
kinds and represented the plain people of Texas. 
the only color of national significance in the 
election was the interference of Wilson, Bryan, 
Rurleson and the activity of Federal office- 
holders. 

While the vote was not a repudiation of Wil- 
eon policies, it is a rebuke of the administra- 
tion for interfering in local politics. The voters 
expressed their resentment in their ballots. 

President Wilson, doubtless, was misled by 
Texas friends who wanted to profit by his influ- 
ence. The Post-Dispatch remarked in connec- 
tion with the entanglement of the administra- 
tion in Texas that it could gain nothing but 
resentment from a great mass of Democratic 
voters. In addition it gets the discredit of defeat. 

The Texas lesson should be valuable to the 
President and his associates. It should discredit 
counselors who want to misuse the administra- 
tion’s influence in local contests to* pull their 
chestnuts out of the fire. One hand burnt ought

UNTAX THE ‘‘POOR MAN’S BUTTER.’’ 

With cow butter permanently at a price which 
puts it beyond the reach of very many poor fam- 
jlies in the cities, the Federal tax on oleomarga- 
rine ought to be repealed. It is essentially a spe- 
cial ~privilege tax—a kind of domestic protec- 
tion“ tax levied on one group of citizens to enrich 
another group. Its avowed purpose when enacted 
was to protect makers of cow butter—the farm- 
ers and dairymen—from competition against a low- 
er-priced product made of lard, suet and cotton- 
seed oil. The farmers wanted a monopoly of the 
privilege of greasing bread. They asked for it

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GOV. VILLAREAL’S BLUNDER. 

On the ground that the church must keep out 
of politices Gov. Villareal of Nuevo Leon has 
issued a drastic decree regulating Catholic 
churches and colleges. Gov. Villareal goes far 
beyond his alleged ground of action in ‘striking 
at religious doctrines and practices which Catho- 
ſues regard as Vital. 

The Governor of Nuevo Leon will find that 
dere is a great difference between keeping re 
ligion out of politics and persecuting men on 
account of their religion. Gov. Villareal has 
undertaken a futile and unprofitable task which 
will damage his cause. The constitutional rights 
and liberties which the Constitutionalist leaders 
in Mexico offer the people will be a mockery if 
they do not assure freedom of conscience and the 
right of every citizen to worship in accordance 
with his religious convictions. This is funda- 
mental to free constitutional government. 
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NAVY’S SENSIBLE DESERTION POLICY. 

The penitentiary as a deterrent on desertion is 
9 failure, in both Army and Navy. After 138 
years of the policy, desertion still continues the 
great problem in the Army. Of the enlisted 
force of the Navy, 1090, or 2 per cent, are now 
undergoing confinement for offenses against the 
regulations, the larger proportion of whom are 
deserters. 

Following the new policy at Leavenworth, 
where a distinction has been made between ordi- 
nary convicts and prisoners, whose only 
offense is a violation of some technical military 
rule, Secretary Daniels has abolished de- 
sertion as a penal offense in the Navy. Here- 
after men who take French leave will be dishon- 
crably discharged. The system will practically 
provide that the enlisted man who desires to 
leave the Navy, but in a creditable manner, shall 
have the officers’ privilege of resigning on com- 
plying with certain formalities and refunding any 
costs the Government may have incurred in his 
behalf. 

While it might be hard on village constables 
and city police who now get the $50 reward for 
arresting deserters, the Army would do well to 
adopt the Navy plan. The American young man 
is with difficulty convinced that to abandon mili- 
tary employment in time of peace involves any 
greater moral quality than abandoning civil em- 
ployment. The public is not convinced that such 
a change.in employment should involve the con- 
vict stigma. 

Desertion in time of war, of course, is a differ- 
ent matter. 
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FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS. 

Texas Democrats, having proudly loaned sev- 
eral of their distinguished leaders to the service 
of the Federal Government, with instructions to 
hew to the line of sound Democratic doctrine, 
have just given those gentlemen the further in- 
struction that the line they are expected to hew 
to is located in Washington, D. C. 
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A NEW HAVEN OVERSIGHT. 

We observe, reading a digest of the Govern- 
ment’s brief in its suit to dissolve the New Ha- 
ven’s transportation monopoly in New England, 
that Uncle Sam’s attorneys neglected to ask the 
Court to require the New Haven to dispose of its 
controlling interests in the State Legislatures of 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Maine 
and New Hampshire. 

This result may follow, perhaps, if the Govern- 
ment compels the company to get rid of its rail- 
roads in Maine, its trolley lines in Rhode Island 
and Connecticut and its steamship lines dominat- 
ing New England’s sea-borne commerce. 

New Hampshire folks will be easier in their 
minds if the Government will also enjoin the; 
New Haven from sending a retainer to every 
graduate of a New Hampshire law school, which 
practice it has indulged in for many years past. 
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CRUELTY OF GERMAN OFFICERS. 
In some years the injuries inflicted on private 
soidiers in the German army in consequence of 


casualties of a good sized engagement in actual 
war. The public is congratulating itself that last 
year this form of violence showed a reduction 
and still 490 officers were convicted of mistreat- 
ing from one to ninety private soldiers each. 

This is one of the reasons why the German 
military system will never commend itself to this 
country. Other reasons also exist. 
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CITY-OWNED BALL TEAMS. 

A university history professor, Jesse E. Wrench, 
thinks we will have Government ownership of 
baseball teams in 25 years. He confidently cites 
the analogy of the Government ownership of char- 
iot racing in Roman days, but while it is clear 
enough that we are tending to public ownership of 
nines, it will not be Federal ownership. As the 
Pc st-Dispatch has repeatedly pointed out, it will 
be municipal ownership, of course. 

When the evils of big league private owner- 
ship are abolished, no chances are going to be 
taken on disturbing the ancient balance of dele- 
gated powers. Pork barrel Baseball Appropriation 
bills in Congress that would ginger up Boston 
and Philadelphia and Cleveland at the expense 
of St. Louis, Chicago and Detroit would be in- 
tolerable. Teams owned and controlled by the 
city whose name they bear, recruited from the 
public school leagues and playground nines of that 
city, burning with civic spirit and loyalty to 
their town, will replace the present teams of hired 
gladiators and mercenaries. | 

Reserve clauses, jumping to the outlaws, draft- 
ing from the minors, demotion to the alfalfa 
leagues will all be out of date in that happy time 
ot baseball millenium. Competitions for pennants 
will mean something then. Cities will be confi- 
dently measuring the stamina and skill of their 
own young men and the perfection of the mu- 
nicipal system of physical sles. with other 
equally confident Cities.

Many Fresh Foods 


HE presence of boraéic acid in 
canned foods is by no means 
conclusive evidence that it has 

been placed there by the canner. The 
label may omit mention of it without 
any violation of the food laws, The 
fact is, as is now known, boron, like 
arsenic, is one of the most widely dis- 
tributed of chemicals. It is found in 
apricots, cherries and many other 
fruits. 

It has been recovered from a host 
of vegetables and identified in the 
flesh of thé rabbit, the lobster, the 
horse and the ox. It is in cow’s milk 
as Well, and even in the egg of the 
hen. There ane very few foods in 
which it doés not occur. : 

Under such conditions it is never 
found in dtiantities sufficient to in- 
jure the consumer, however. In most 
instances it exists simply as a trace. 
Nevertheless it is theré, and easily 
to be detected in the laboratory. 

Very evidently ,then, {t is not the 
mere presence of boracic acid, but the 
quantity in which it exists, that de- 
termines the source from which it 
| comes and the probablé purpose for 
which it has been introduced into the 
food. The ‘qualitative analysis affords 
no light whatever upon these ques- 
tions except in the case of the few 
foods in which fo boron exists. 

It is the quantitative analysis alone. 
which can decide whether the acid is 
from the laboratory of Nature, and 
entirely harmless, or introduced by a

MORE GOLD EXPORTED 


London Takes $10,000,000 of 
the Yellow Metal and 
Paris $2,000,000. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: : 

‘It.must not be forgotten in a market 
governed by such influences as today's 
that the Stock Exchanges are perform- 
ing under the highest pressure their 
function of ‘discounting,’ not certainties, 
nor evén more probabilities, but ultimate 
possibilities. In other words, they were 
today reflecting conditions such as 
would prevail in case of that ‘European 
Armageddon’ which is the nightmare of 
foreign politics and finance, came. 

Today’s actual news comprised the 
formal declaration of war by Austria 
on Servia (which was expected yester- 


day) and the German Emperor’s refusal * 


to join other neutral Powers, in an ef- 
fort to intervene between those two 
States Which was no very great sur- 
prise). 

“Neither event insures a conflict be- 
tween the larger Powers any more than 
did the réfusal of the Balkan States 
in 1912 to submit their grievances peace- 
ably to the concert of Europe. But tne 
continental markets of that autumn, 
like today’s continental markets, acted 
on the theory that the wrost must be 
provided for. 

“This was done, but the wrost did not 
happen, and there is no greater reason 
to believe that it will happen on this 
occasion. In their existing mood, the 
markets paid no. attention to the fact 
that the Kaiser, when refusing to inter- 
fere with Austria's purposes, frankly 
expressed his concurrence in plans to lo- 
calize the eonflict.“ 

Foreign Markets Are Weak. 

“There was even greater demoraliza- 
tion than yesterday in the foreign ex- 
change market and the bankers, in addi- 
tion to other uncertainties, began to 
consider the war risk“ on all the gold 
shipments negotiated. This added to the 
difficulty of securing insurance protec- 
tion, and made it a good deal more 
costly to send the gold. 

Sight drafts on London were quoted 
at rates varying from 4.91% to 4.93, or 
generally 1 cent in the pound sterling 
above yesterday. For cable remittances 
4.9444 was paid early in the day; some 
bankers, however, refusing to give 
quotations at all. Much of the business 
was done at an advance of 1 or 2 cents 
above yesterday. There Was no change 
to speak of in the manor market, one 
reason being that very little was ap- 
plied for. Call loan quotations scarcely 
fluctuated,’ 

Money Rates Unchanged.

December wheat flashed 
up to 90%c; July sold at 90% and Sep- 
tember at 90%c. The market later re- 
acted abbut Ic. Then rushed upward, 
and closed excited at the high point of 
the day. 

So sudden was the upturn that shorts 
were unable to cover contracts and the 
December option was quoted 2c higher 
at one time between trades. 

Professionals in the pit declared the 
advance the most sensational since the 
Leiter deal. Prices have gained 120 a 
bushel in three days.
